A hearing to receive evidence on 
proposed amendments to the Co­ 
lumbus federal milk marketing or­ 
der is scheduled for March 6 in tho 
Ned House here, beginning at IO 
A M. 
Robert Pelley, Ohio State Uni­ 
versity extension specialist in milk 
marketing, says milk handlers in 
the Columbus market and the Cen­ 
tral Ohio Cooperative Milk Produc 
ers association have presented 17 
proposals for amendments to the 
order. 
Major proposals, Pelley says, re 
late to increasing the price to hand 
lers of milk for bottling, including 
fluid cream in Class I milk, chan*; 
ing from market wide to individual 
handler pools, reducing the price 
of milk for the manufacturers of 
ice cream and revising formulas 
for pricing milk used for manu­ 
facturing purposes. 
On the basis of testimony at the

Crop Yields 
Are Increased . 
By Irrigation 


There are ponds on more farm s 
nowadays than, ever before. Many 
of these have been built under the 
atim ulur 'Of the Agricultural Con­ 
serva.'! ion Progra m and * the super- 
vision of the soil conservationist in 
the area. 
They arc installed lor a variety 
of reasons: to furnish water for 
.livestock; for fire protection; to 
provide recreation such as fishing, 
swimming or even boating and for 
irrigation,. 
Whatever the reason, a weU 
built pond in the right location is 
an asset to any farm . 
During the past few dry «asons, 
more farm ers have turned to these 
ponds as sources of water for ir­ 
rigation purposes. Th.ou.sa.nds of 
dollars have been spent for irriga­ 
tion equipm ent as farm ers v i e w 
their neighbors’ green hay and pas­ 
ture lands, while their own 
arc 
burning up from the heat and. lack 
of water. 
m m m 
THEBE IS no question but that 
.irrigation of grasslands and other 
crops helps. 'This is more true for 
crops other than hay or pasture 
'because these are grown generally 
on. land better fertilized, limed and 
in a 'better state of fertility than 
the hay and. pasture lands. 
Regardless of the crop, g o « d 
farm ing practices and high fer­ 
tility give tiie highest return, pec 
dollar invested. 
According to agronomists at one 
of the leading agricultural colleges, 
f a r m ers should e m pha s ize t h r e e 
general practices before turning to 
irrigation of their haylands and pas­ 
tures in their order of im portance: 
(1) proper and 
adequate liming, 
,2) use of' improved forage s e e d 
mi x 11 ires, a nd (3) t o p dre s s in g wit h 
phosphate and 'potash to maintain 
legumes in the stand. 
Although yield*, can be increased 
by 
irrigation, 
there 
are 
many 
farm s where it is questionable that 
increased yields will cover this add­ 
ed expense. 
On fields in the proper state of 
fertility., irrigation will pay, but 
farm ers must, replace the plant nu­ 
trients such as calcium, .phosphate, 
potash and others rem oved from 
tht soil, not only by the increased 
yields, but also as a, result of leach­ 
ing because of the increased w a­ 
ter.

Soybeans and other legumes, like 
alfalfa and clover, make their own 
nitrogen fertilizer out of the air. 
This extra nitrogen not only boosts 
yields and conserves soil nitrogen 
— it. also helps keep the crop dean 
and it, upgrades seed at the m ar­ 
ket. The crop has to he we 11 -inocu­ 
lated, however, 
Inoculation helps keep the crop 
r le a n bee ai i se inor ula t io n-m ade n i - 
trogen stimulates the crop instead 
of the weeds. The extra, nitrogen 
goes into extra seed quality, too, 
which jacks up the m arket price 
'Inoculating — mixing nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria, with t h e legume 
seed — only costs, about a dime ao 
acre for soybeans, only takes about 
2 minutes per bushel of seed.. 'Some 
Illinois farm ers a few years ago 
ran their own test on the value of 
inoculation. They found t h a t the 
time spent inoculating was worth 
up to $6.25 a minute in extra yield, 
even on old. soybean land, since 
inoculating bacteria l e f t in the 
ground often do not survive very 
well between seasons. 
Most seed houses handle legume 
seed inoculante. You can get leaf­ 
lets on making money with soy­ 
beans and other legumes from Ni- 
tragm . Milwaukee, Wis.

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It Is A Touchy Strain To Balance The Budget 
Laff-A-Day 


One of the issues on which Republicans 
have hoped to “make political hay" in the 
campaign this year has been some assur­ 
ance that the national budget will be bal­ 
anced tor the first time in many years, 
although it is a “touch and go" matter at 
best. 
A new t h r e a t to this has arisen, it 
is said, in addition to all the demands that 
have been made to “forget the budget" 
from groups here at home. This new dan­ 
ger has to do with West Germany's re­ 
cent notice that she can no longer assume 
the cost of maintaining British and Amer­ 
ican troops on her soil after May 5 when 
the present agreement with the West Ger­ 
man government expires. 
This, together with growing predictions 
of peril to the North Atlantic Treaty or­ 
ganization because of alleged inadequate 
finance, 
petty national jealousies 
and 
technological limitations in erecting a 
realistic 
defense for 
Western 
Europe 
against atomic attack, 
is a matter of 
growing concern and is due largely to an 
atmosphere of a p a t h y and lassitude 
among many Western nations. 
As to the West Germany situation the 
allied 
troops 
h a v e 
been 
supported 
by the Germans both in cash and supplies. 


first as occupying forces and, since res­ 
toration of sovereignty to the Bonn repub­ 
lic, under a mutual agreement. West Ger­ 
many has started to build a 12-division 
army as her contribution to North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization forces. German 
Finance Minister Schaeffer says the Bonn 
government cannot pay for its new army 
and continue to support Allied troops. 
Schaeffer says his country will continue 
to furnish supplies to the British and 
American troops to an estimated total of 
$700,000,000 a year. West Germany has 
been contributing cash at the annual rate 
of $300,000,000 to American forces a n d 
$224,000,000 to the British. 
Of course, only the presence of the Al­ 
lied troops has permitted West Germany 
to remain free. Without the occupying 
forces Bonn might have become another 
Russian satellite, such as East Germany. 
We have no way of knowing if W e s t 
Germany’s booming economy is capable 
of bearing a double burden or not. Amer­ 
ican and British troops will have to re­ 
main there for at least the three years 
it will take to rebuild a German army. 
TTeanwhile it looks as though Americans 
and the British will have to pick up the 
tab.

The Arab blackmail is that if 
the United States does not give 
in to the dem ands of each one of 
the Arab nations, they Witt go 
over to Soviet Russia. And each 
one m akes heavier dem ands and 
Egypt, which has made its deal 
with Russia, makes the heaviest 
of all. 
The heartbreaking task of a 
Secretary of State is to re rn* un 
ber all the deals he m ade; then 
he must recall all the deals his al 
lies m ade; and sometimes they 
conflict And then he must figure 
out if there is any possibility of 
reneging on a deal without losing 
an ally and if not, how can lie 
satisfy a 
country 
while 
he is 
consciously committing a double 
cross in the interest of som e nth 


er country. 
This if called diplomacy a n d 
its greatest exponent was Talley 
rand who outlived 
all 
of 
his 
friends whom he aided to the 
gallows; his enemies he left to 
others We have no Talleyrand in 
our State Departm ent and there­ 
fore, it all becomes very confus­ 
ing as the Arabs labor to extm 
guish Israel which the State De 
partm ent helped to bring into ex 
istence. The shipping of arm s to 
any Arab state is exactly a war 
like act against Israel and the

By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN 
Few parts of your body get 
more abuse than your feet. This 
is especially true for those of 
you who are salesmen or women 
in retail stores. 
If you have to stand on your 
feet all day long, you really ap­ 
preciate relaxing at home. But is 
that relaxation actually helping 
your tired feet? 
It is if you follow these few 
simple rules. 
While sitting, rest your f*»ct 
straight out in front of you by 
placing them on another chair. 
Soaking your feet 
alternately 
in warm and cold w ater will be 
.soothing and also aid circulation. 
Soak both feet in a pail of 
warm w ater for o n e minute and 
then transfer them to a bucket of 
cold w ater for the sam e period 
o< time. Do this, shifting them 
back and forth from one pail to 
the other, for about ten minutes 
or so. 


Aching and Swelling 
Sometimes hours of standing 
or walking will cause your feet 


to swell and ache. This may al­ 
so be caused by too-short hose. 
Lying down and propping your 
feet up high on a pillow probably 
will help. 
If you desire quick relief, wrap 
a wet hand towel around each 
bare foot. 
Swollen feet 
or 
ankles also 
m ay be sym ptom s of kidney dis­ 
ease, heart trouble or other ill­ 
nesses. If they swell frequently, 
you’d better see your doctor. 


Alcohol Rub 
I think you'll find that an alco­ 
hol rub or cold cream massage 
will feel pretty good to your ach­ 
ing feet. 
You should bathe your feet at 
least once a day. Be sure to dry 
them thoroughly and dust them 
with talcum foot powder, or bak 
ing soda. Not only will this make 
your feet feel better, it will also 
help prevent foot odor.

COLUMBUS, Ohio iii — You’d 
never guess that Judge William 
Lincoln H art is Kl or that he was 
beyond 
norm al 
retirem ent 
age 
when he started his long career 
on Ohio's Supreme Court. 
Yet he sits regularly for hear­ 
ings with the court's six other 
robed judges And he often works 
well past IO o’clock on week nights 
on com plicated cases. 
During 
his 
18 
years 
on 
the 
state's highest court, Judge Hart 
has written and participated in de­ 
cisions that fill 30 printed volumes. 
He expects to write more than a 
dozen decisions this year and par­ 
ticipate 
in 
others 
handed 
down 
before retirem ent at the end of 
his term next January. 
Judge 
H art 
thrives 
on 
hard 
work 
He learned it early on his 
native farm in the Ohio River hills 
ot Columbiana County near Saline 
Ville. He w as the first of five boys 
and five girls bom to Benjamin 
and Ariel Dreg horn Hart in a log 
cabin on Hazel Run 
“ We lived a rural life and built 
up rugged constitutions ’* 
Judge 
I k rt 
recalled 
“ We 
walked 
2l !i 
miles each way to school over the 
bills and through mud. That sort 
of built up your physique “ 
Judge Hart was erect and alert 
as he delved into his past wuth 
evident 
relish. 
Glasses 
fram ed 
twinkling 
blue eyes that 
nearly 
matched his pin stripe suit, set off 
with a red bow tie 
His lightly 
lined face beamed under a full 
shock of wavy white hair 
Judge Hart traced his bneagi 
back to Richard Warren, a pas 
-enger on the Mayflower, whose 
descendent 
m arried PhiU 
Swift 
The judge's great grandfather left 
Connecticut for Palm yra. N 
Y 
Later his grandfather. John. S ud, 
Hart, was attracted to Ohio by 


the salt production that abounded 
in the area from which Salineville 
took its name. 
Judge H art's father, Benjamin 
Franklin Hart, was the 15th of 17 
children born at Salineville. The 
family’s brick home built in 1832 
still stands. Seven cf John'? sons 
served 
in 
the 
Civil 
War. 
The 
eighth was ineligible for service 
after losing an eye in a coal mine 
blast. 
Benjamin was such an ardent 
adm irer of Lincoln that his dis­ 
charge papers described him as a 
Lincolmte. 
And 
like 
his father. 
Judge 
Hart 
reveres 
Lincoln. A 
large picture of Lincoln on the 
wall of Judge H art’s office stands 
out from those of his judicial col­ 
leagues. 
Judge Hart t a u g h t in rural 
schools of Columbiana and Stark 
counties to get money for tuition 
in Mount Union College at Alli­ 
ance After graduation, he worked 
for three years as city editor of 
the old Alliance Daily Review be 


fore 
entering 
the 
University 
of 
Michigan 
Law 
School. 
He 
was 
graduated in 1897 and passed the 
Ohio bar the sam e year. 
He formed a law partnership in 
Alliance with Hugo C. Koehler that 
with 
additions, 
lasted for 
more 
than 30 years until Koehler died 
in 1933. 
The following year Judge H art 
was elected to a short term of 
six weeks on the Ohio Supreme 
Court. His election followed eleva­ 
tion of a judge to the U.S. Circuit 
Court 
of 
Appeals 
in 
the 
Sixth 
District. 
After 
an 
unsuccessful 
try 
in 
1936, Judge Hart won election to 
full six-year term s on Ohio’s high- 
! est court in 1938, 1944 and 1950 
His 
present 
term 
expires 
next 
Jan. 2.

Parties Expected To 
Hammer Same Topic

expects to be one of the many 
issues in the presidential 
cam 
paign 
The enthusiasm voiced by many 
top 
industrialists 
and 
financiers 
over president Eisenhow er’s deci­ 
sion to run again sounded mostly 
enc note: it would bolster business 
confidence 
The business leaders appeared 
to accept the belief widely held — 
rightly or wrongly — that this is 
a “ businessm an’s adm inistration.” 
Opponents of the adm inistration 
m ay be expected to step up their 
charges — right or wrong — that 
W ashington’s policies of the last 
three years have tended to favor 
the interests of business, lo make 
“ big business” bigger and to make 
competition rough tor sm all busi­ 
ness 
Both points of view will be ex­ 
aggerated 
in the 
political 
cam 
paign. But no m atter how intem ­ 
perate the claim s or tho charges 
m ay become, “ business” and its 
place in the nation’s well being 
seem almos* sure to botonn- one 
of the issues. 
Business has been increasingly 
sensitive about 
its position 
m d 
about public opinion in the last 
20 years cr so. P articularly since 
World War II, business* 
le ad e n 
have tried hard to “ get the bus! 
ness story across” — to m ake the 
rank and file of the citizenry un­ 
derstand that healthy b u s i n ess 
m eant a generally healthy nation, 
that business w asn’t a wholly sel­ 
fish thing but had the general wel­ 
fare at htart. too. 
Business leaders realize that the 
present business setup was put for 
a test when several top leaders of 
business moved into leading posts 
in Washington three years ago and 
announced that the clim ate 
for 
business would be favorable 
Industrialists are quick to give 
to this a good deal of the rredit 
for the good tim es that blossomed 
last year — doubters think that 
many other factors had equal for 
greater wright in turning the re­ 
cession into a boom. 
But many expect that as the 
cam paign progresses there will be 
debates on which is better for the 
nation, zn attitude of “be kind to 
business” or one of “ police bust 
ness closely lest it grab too big 
a share ’* 
Businessmen, 
woth 
few 
excep- 
t ons, believe that their postw ar 
record has been good, that their 
present activities arc m ore help 
tut than not, that their plans for 
future 
growth 
of 
industry 
and 
trade are the nation’* best bet for 
eood tim es in the year* ahead 
But they also know that not every 
ore agrees with them And in this 
cam paign, perhaps m ore than in 
most, they expect to 
be under 
scrutiny.

Schaeffer says his country will continue 
to furnish supplies to the British and 
American troops to an estimated total of 
$700,000,000 a year. West Germany has 
been contributing cash at the annual rate

And then he must figure 
out if there is any possibility of 
reneging on a deal without losing 
an. ally and if not, how can he 
satisfy a country while he is 
consciously committing a double- 
cross in the interest of some oth­ 


er country. 
This is called diplomacy a n d 
its greatest exponent was Talley­ 
rand who outlived all of his 
friends whom he aided to the 
gallows; his enemies he left to 
others. We have no Talleyrand in 
our State Department and there­ 
fore, it all becomes very confus­ 
ing as the Arabs labor to extin 
guish Israel which the State De­ 
partment helped to bring into ex 
istonce.

nationalist, to 1957, w h e n the 
system exploded into the new 
isolationism... What a time this 
digging candidate will have par­ 
ticularly on the subject of Arab 
states and Israel, a complex of 
deceits with no moral guidance 
at all.. 
But it will not m atter so much 
then, because probably by that 
time there will be a totally dif­ 
ferent dispensation. What is d ear 
now is that the election of 1956 in

Tired Feet Require 
Careful Attention

Few parts of your body get 
more abuse than your feet. This 
is especially true for those of 
you who are salesmen or women 
in retail stores. 
If you have to stand on your 
feet all day long, you really ap­ 
preciate relaxing at home. But is 
that, relaxation actually helping: 
your tired feet? 
It .is if you follow these few 
simple rules. 
While sitting, rest your feet 
straight out in front of you by 
placing them on another chair. 
Soaking your feet alternately 
in warm and cold water will be 
soothing and. also aid circulation, 
Soak both feet in a pail of 
warm water for o n e minute and 
then transfer them to a. bucket of 
cold water for the same period 
oi time. Do this, shifting them 
back and forth from one pail to 
the other, for about ten minutes 
or so. 
Aching and Swelling 
Sometimes hours of standing

Ohio Supreme Court Judge 
Doesn't Show His 89 Years 
COLUMBUS, Ohio <J) — You’d 
never guess that Judge William. 
Lincoln Hart is 89 or that he was 
beyond normal retirem ent age 
when he started his long career 
on Ohio’s Supreme Court. 
Yet he sits regularly for hear­ 
ings with the court's six other 
robed judges. And he often works 
well past 10 o’clock on week nights 
on complicated, cases. 
During his 18 years on the 
state’s highest court, Judge Hart 
has written and participated in de­ 
cisions that fill 30 printed volumes. 
He expects to write more than a 
dozen decisions this year and par­ 
ticipate in others handed: down 
before retirem ent at the end of 
his term next January . 
Judge Hart thrives on hard 
work. He learned it early on his 
native farm .in the Ohio River hills 
ot Columbiana County near Saline 
ville He was the first of five boys,; 
and five girls born to Benjamin 
and Ariel Dreg horn Hart in a tog 
cabin on Hazel Run 
"‘We lived a rural life and built 
up rugged constitutions.” Judge 
Hart recalled. "We walked 2* 
miles each way to school over the 
hilis and through mud. That sort 
of built up your physique.” 
Judge Hart was erect and alert 
as he delved into his past with 
evident, relish. Glasses framed 
tw'inkling blue eyes that nearly 
matched his pin-stripe suit, set off 
with a red bow tie. His lightly 
lined face beamed under a full 
shock of wavy white hair 
Judge Hart traced his lineage 
back to Richard Warren, a pas­ 
senger on the Mayflower, whose 
descendent m arried Phila Swift: 
The judge’s great grandfather left 
Connecticut for Palm yra, N Y 
Later his grandfather, John* Swift 
Hart, was attracted to Ohio by

NEM RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
FAMILY DOCTORS 
In the past the family doctor 
was seldom thought of in connec­ 
tion with treating tuberculosis. This 
highly complex disease was left to 
specialists specifically trained to 
fight the “ great white plague.” 


Although it was always import­ 
ant for the family doctor to be 
able to recognize tuberculosis in 
his 
patients, 
today he 
is being 
brought more and more into the 
treatment as well as the diagnosis 
of the disease. 
What has happened to b r i n g 
about this change? The discovery 
of drugs to treat tuberculosis and 
the medical advance* of recent 
years mean that, under certain cir­ 
cumstance*. victims of tuberculos­ 
is may go home to continue their 
treatment after an initial period in 
a hospital. Because these patients 
must take good care of them 
selves and often must follow pre­ 
scribed treatment for a long Line 
after leaving the hospital, the fam­ 
ily doctor becomes very import­ 
ant as the guardian of their health 
Since he has greater responsibil­ 
ity for caring for tuberculosis pa 
Hents, the family doctor must know 
more about the disease than ever 
before. This situation may require 
some changes in the teaching of 
tuberculosis in the medical schools 
with greater emphasis on diseases 
of the chest than ever before. 
Tuberculosis association* are en­ 
couraging the teaching of tubercu­ 
losa* in medic*I schools cm a broad- 
ei scale so that the young men 
now training to become doctors will 


Tax Collector 
Should Show 
Credentials 


C LEV ELA N D Jb—If he says he’s 
a tax collector, and especially if 
he demands cash, ask to see his 
credentials 


That was the advice today of 
Parker C. Williams, district direc 
tor of Internal Revenue. 
There is a swindle racket aimed 
especially at small business places 
said Williams, and the tip-off is 
that the phoney tax agent does 
something 
a 
real 
agent 
never 
would do—asks for cash. 


“ We are receiving reports al­ 
most weekly from our offices,” 
said Williams, about a bogus col­ 
lector who shows up with a brief 
case full of tax forms. That doesn’t 
mean a thing, as the forms are 
readily available to the public at 
any public building and at most 
banks. 
The phoney agent asks to see a 
copy of the victim’s tax returns 
for last year. After looking it over. 
he says the victim owes an “ ad­ 
ditional” tax of anywhere from 
$15 to $35 
“ The bogus tax collector always 
asks for 
cash and has refused 
cheeks when offered,” said W il­ 
liams. “ Bona fide tax collectors 
I would rather have you pay your 
j taxes by cheek or money order 
| It would be almost impossible for 
1 a phoney agent to cash a check 
i made out to the Internal Revenue 
' Service.”

Added Revenue Slated 
To Start Monday; Fund 
To Finance Buildings 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UP—Cigarette 
smoking will cost Ohioans an extra 
IO million dollars a year, starting 
Monday. 


That’s the date on which the 
state will increase the present two- 
I cent tax to three cents a pack. 
Officials said the new tax will be 
I added to the price of cigarettes 
So smoking will cost you a cent- 
a-pack more, unless you roll your 
own 
The revenue is earmarked 
for new state hospitals, prisons 
and schools. 


Estimates on the increased 
take by the state ranged from IO 
millions by the tax department to 
IO1* millions by the State Treas­ 
ury. 


Ohio’s present two-eent cigarette j 
tax 
now produces 
$19,970,371 
a 
year, but officials said recent fig- j 
ures showed smoking on the in 
crease. 


Cigarette dealers and retailers j 
have until Monday to inventory 
present stocks and pay the extra 
penny for each package of 20 on 
hand. They have been turning in 
two-cent stamps that must be af- j 
fixed to each pack for three-cent 
stamps. Operators of meters used 
instead of stamps have been chang­ 
ing dies to make the correct mark 
I ings on packs.

NEW RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
FAMILY DOCTORS 
In the past the family doctor 
was seldom thought of to connec­ 
tion with treating tuberculosis. This 
highly complex: disease was left to 
specialists specifically trained to 
fight the “great white plague.” 
Although it was always import­ 
ant for the family doctor to be 
able to recognize tuberculosis in, 
his patients, today he is being 
brought more and more into the 
treatment as well as the diagnosis 
of the disease. 
What, has happened to b r i. n g 
about this change? The discovery 
of drugs to treat tuberculosis and 
the medical advances of recent 
years mean that, under certain cir­ 
cumstances. victims of tuberculos­ 
is' may go home to continue their 
treatment after an initial period in 
a hospital. Because these patients 
must take good care of them­ 
selves and often must follow pre­ 
scribed treatment for a long time 
after leaving the hospital, toe fam­ 
ily doctor becomes very import­ 
ant as the guardian of their health 
Since he has greater responsibil­ 
ity for caring for tuberculosis pa 
tients, the family doctor must know 
more about the disease than ever 
before. This situation may require 
some changes in the teaching of 
tuberculosis in the medical schools., 
with greater emphasis on diseases 
of the chest than ever before. 
Tuberculosis associations are en­ 
couraging the teaching of tubercu­ 
losos in medical schools on a broad- 
ei scale so that toe young men 
now training to 'become doctors will 
be able to care for the tuberculosis 
victims they will find among their 
patients in the years to come.

NEW YORK (ft—Business should 
have tho answer to a num ber of 
its uncertainties before Easter. 
Consumers may well pick March 
to show their hands 
in several 
ways: 
1. With an early 
E aster 
the 
blustery month of March will span 
the entire pre-E aster sales drive i 
by the m erchants. 
2. If the month goes out like a 
lamb, the auto industry may get 
its first test of how healthy the 
hoped-for spring pictftip in car buy 
ing will be 
3. The home building industry 
also counting on spring to awaken 
the urge to own your own home 
may find who is right: the one who 
says a revival in .building is due 
or the one who says mortgage 
money will stay tight and buyers 
chary. 
What business will be watching 
is how strong a tonic March will 
supply. A seasonal pick-up is ex 
pected — the usual quickening ot 
the economy through gains in Con 
striation, farm ing and seasonal in 
dustries. The question that this 
month may have the answer for is: 
Will the pickup be as strong as last 
year, or will it lack its usual 
punch?

Consumer May 
His Feeling Toward 
Future Economy 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW’ YORK <iP—Business should 
have the answer to a number of 
its uncertainties before Easter. 
Consumers may well pick March 
to show their hands in several 
ways: 
1. With an early E aster 
the 
blustery month of March will span 
the entire pre-Easter sales drive 
by the merchants. 
2. If tbe month goes out like a 
lamb, the auto industry may get 
its first test of how healthy the 
hoped-for spring piclflip in car buy-! 
ing will be 
3. The home building industry 
also counting on spring to awaken 
the urge to own your own home. I 
may find who is right: the one who 
says a revival in .building is du* j 
or the one who says mortgage 
money will stay tight and buyers 
chary. 
What business will be watching 
is how strong a tonic March will 
supply. A seasonal pick-up is ex 
pected — the usual quickening of 
tbe economy through gains in cun 
struction, farm ing and seasonal in 
dustries. The question that this 
month may have the answer for is: 
Will the pickup be as strong as last 
year, 
or will it lack its usual 
punch? 
The consumer isn’t the only one 
who will be showing, his hand. Con * 
press has some decisions to make 
this month. Businessmen are re­ 
signed to its continuing for an 
other year the 52 per pent income 
tax rate on corporations and for 
most of the excise taxes on some 
consumer goods like autos. 
Business will look to Congress 
this month for at least a hint on 
what it will do about such import­ 
ant spending items as highways, 
schools, farm price supports, and 
foreign aid. There might even be 
a d ea rer notion of what’s in store 
for individuals on. their 'income tax 
rates. 
This month sees about two mil­ 
lion workers getting a pay raise. 
The federal minimum wage rises 
to $1 an hour. That wage law ap­ 
plies to about 24 million workers, 
but the great majority already 
make $1 or more an hour. 
Some of those affected already 
make more than the 75 cents an 
hour that previously was the min­ 
imum. But it is estimated that pay 
hikes will add about 560 million 
dollars a year to consumer' spend 
tug power.
